Senate and house bills of the second read 
ing were called, and several passetl to a third 
reading. 

Hons. Wm. K. Moerve and W. H. Dabmey 
were granted the priviledges of the flor. - 

Mr. Parks, chairman of the executive com 
niittee, submitted the tollowing majerity and 
minority reports: 

Majority report—an unfavorable consider- 
ation of a house bill exemption of members 
of the different county boards of education 
from road and militia duty. ‘The minority 
reported fevorably on the passage of the bill, 
and was signed by Messrs. Parks, Jones, 
Tatum, Meldrim and Davis, of the eommit- 
tee. 

The bill of the senate to amend section 
2928 of the code having been recommended 
by the judiciary for passage by substitute, 
Was taken Up. the substitute adopted, the 
report agreed to, and the bill passed. 

The report of the judiciary en a senate bill 
“to meke the second term after suit brought 
in justice’s ceurts trial term in certain casés,”’ 
and for other purposes, was considered. 
The committee had recommended its passage 
by substitute. The substitute was adopted, 
the report agreed to, and the bill read the 
third time and passed without obiection. 

@n a continuance of bills of the third read- 
ing, asepete billto amend svb seetion 4157 
(a) of code of LSS2 prescribing the manner of 
making up juries in justice’s courts, etc., was 
read. ‘The bill bad been reported on favor- 
ably by the committee on judiciary, who rec- 
Ommens«ed that it pass by substitute. 

Same discussion occurred on the passage of 
the bil! and it was finally paesed, the substi- 
tute being agreed to. 4'n the passage of the 
bill the. reas were 26, the nays.14). 

A bill to require corporations or persons 
owning mineral and timber interests in land 
in th*s-state to return the same for tax, was 
withdrawn by the mover, Senator Jones, with 
the censent of the senate. 

The-gnecial order of the day was.announced 
at 12.o'clock, and the majority report of the 
compiittee on redistricting the state was read. 

Nr.iPeWolf moved that,es there was such 
diversity of opinion en the three bills now 
before the senate, that they De referced to a 
specia! committee of nive, one freen each 
distriet. who should make -apnother report, 
embecying, as far as possible, the chief merits 
of each bill now before the-senate. The mo- 
tier was lost. 

The report of the minority and €enator 
DeW o!f’s substitute fer bethwere reac’, Mr. 
DeWeot*. in reading this bil, he propesed to 
represent the commercial as well as the polit- 
ical imterests of the state. He considered 
thet we had five important towns on the bor- 
dere of the state: Savennah, Frunswia, Co- 
(ome and Awgusta, and two impor- 
tant inland towns: Atlanta and Macon. 
He had put each of these 
cities ix a different district an@ made them 
important centers. But more perticulariy and 
the chief characteristic which be desiree im- 
presseca on the senate, was that 4e had placed 
his owr town Columbus, and tke immediate 
surrouRrding counties, in a district whose in- 
terests . would be -one, socially, po- 
litically and commeraially the 
same. Muscogee and the eur- 
rounding counties had been politically <dis- 
franchised forthe past ten years. His dis- 
trict, as it now stands, is divided by a morn- 
tain rance, andin all conventiens the vete 
above the mountain is twenty-four to sixteen 
below. Jt is impossible for his people to put 
arepresentative in congress now; it always 
goes above the mountain, and he was tired of 
it, and wanted to put ig.ea district where lis 
people could have a voice in the selection ef 
its representatives. 

Mr. Hoyt thought the &ll of Mz. DeWolf e 
good one and his reason for offering it a gooc 
one. 

Mr. BuPignon did not see what field this 
question tered for discussion; i+ was abso 
lutely void of any interest, and.«nly mere 
facts could be presented. He therefcre moved
